The weather has been as disconcerting to me as it has 
been to the ball teams which have been trying to get into 
shape ‘neath blustery skies. I have nothing against the

And this is so not only because most of its stars 
are gone, but because before the spring or summer is out 
the greatest military action of all time will be launched 
and when that happens how will anybody be able to sit 
through a mere baseball game? 

Yes, that second front in Europe will be the big- 
gest thing we have ever lived through and besides it, 
baseball will fade into complete insignificance. Of this, 
there cannot be any doubt, for the second front will 
decide the lives of hundreds of millions of human 
beings—will determine whether the world will be free 
or enslaved—and when such staggering things are being 
decided it will take all our energies, all our concen- 
tration. 

So- it is obvious then that baseball, like many other 
things in this wartime life, will be changed drastically, 
In former years the game was the biggest thing in the 
land. It commanded the headlines of page one and shoved 
off less important news. This year Americans will take 
it in stride—as relaxation after a hard week's work in 
a war plant or elsewhere. And we doubt very much if 
there will be baseball headlines on page one. 

Crowds will be a trifle more subdued in their enthus- 
iasm for the Dodgers, Yanks or Cards. There will be 
yelling like hell when a homer in the clutch wins the 
ball game—nothing will ever change that—but the whole 
thing will be put in its proper perspective. Once the ball 
game is over and the crowds file out of the ball park, they 
will grab up papers to see not how many hits Camilli got, 
but “how are the Russians doing? How far are we driv- 
ing em back in France?” 

It can’t be any other way—for this war is à war 
which is not only deciding how we shall live but how we 
shall play.

Senate Evasion 


HE Senate vote to hold the Bankhead bill 
“in reserve” is a trick. 

It is an evasion of the real issue as to 
whether the Senate will support the price- 
control program of the government or 
whether it will wreck it. 

Democratic reactionary Senator Byrd and 
Republican appeaser Vandenberg, united in 
their attack on the government’s anti-in- 
flat ion plan. Byrd wants the Senate to “go 
after” labor and the War Labor Board, with 
the idea of smearing labor as the inflationary 
threat. 


The result of the Byrd-Vandenberg tactic 
is to incite the farmers and the war workers 
against each other, to the ruination of the 
war effort. 


But the government’s anti-inflation pro- 
gram is neither anti-farmer nor anti-labor; 
it is one of encouraging increased income 
through increased production, which can be 
helped not by more dollars but by more ma- 
chines and better distribution of farm labor. 
Dollars as such cannot sow, reap and har- 
vest; only men and machines can do that. 

The Senate trick of keeping the Bankhead 
bill “in reserve” as a club over any further 
adjustments of wages to higher prices means 
that the Senate is justifying all recent food 
price increases, and insists that the war 
workers shall be forced to accept poorer diets 
and lowered wages. 

The only answer to this irresponsible 
profiteering is an increase of the united pro- 
test which stopped the Bankhead bloc from 
overriding the President’s veto. 


The Anti-Semites 


TT IS time for the nation to mark a very 
serious development in Congress. 

Anti-Semitism is becoming more frequent 
and bolder in- the speeches of certain Con- 
gressmen. 

Yesterday the House listened to Rep. Par- 
nell Thomts (R., N. J.), member of the Dies 
Committee, accuse the President of the 
United States of favoring the Jewish people 
—“‘little David Ginsburg”—against the Irish 
people. This astounding effort to foment 
community strife was preceded earlier in the 
week by Congressman Flanagan's sneer that 
he wants “no Ginsburgs” as Army officers. 

Congressman Bradley jibed in anti-Semitic 
phrases at an alleged “Morgenthau-Laski- 
Niles” conspiracy. Rep. Rankin of Missis- 
sippi has already sneered in Congress at 
“our international Jewish brethren,” while 
in the Georgia legislature State Senator Ar- 
nold rose recently to shout, Washington is 
ruled by New York Jews.” 

These developments can only mean that 
the agents and influence of Nazi Germany 
are reaching successfully into high circles. 

And their main aim is to hurt the unity 
of the United States, to chloroform America 
as France and every one of Hitler’s victims 
was chloroformed by the Nazi propagandists. 

Anti-Semitism today is the forerunner of 
sabotage and treason. 

It is time to stop a complacent, indifferent 
attitude to anti-Semitism in
